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This is in response to the Office Action issued September 15, 2006, regarding the Application Ser. 
No. 10/613,671, filed on July 03, 2003. 
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REMARKS: 



In the above-cited Office Action, the Examiner has communicated a restriction requirement 
between two inventions described as: (I) claims 1-12, drawn to a composition; and (II) claims 13- 
16, drawn to a process. Furthermore, the Examiner has communicated a species requirement among 
the medicinal agents listed in claim 12.
